His personal 
property was assessed ata valuation of 
$3,000,000 and his real estate a little 
over $6,000,000, but the valuation for 
purposes of taxation is only sixty per 
cent on the real value so that the actual 
value of the personal property was 
about $5,000,000 and the real estate 
about $10,000,000, makinoga total of 
$15,000,000 This however, represents 
only aportionof Mr Stewart's im- 
mense wealth, as he owns bondsand 
stocks not liable to taxation; mill 
property worth millions of dol-

New York, April 14.—The World’s 
special says; Lucian Eaton, assisting 
piosecutingattorney in the St. Louis 
whisky trials, was examined by the se- 
lect ipveetgalon committee on that 
subject ay. His testimcny was sim- 
ilar to that of his colleagues,Dyer, Hen- 
derson and Broadhead. The most im- 
portant part ofhis testimony was the 
submission of acopy of a letter written 
to President Grant by the ex-collector, 
Ford, of St. Louis, in 1873. This let- 
ter, which cannot’ be obtained 
for publication, informed Grant that 
McDonald, then supervisor of internal 
revenue, was a rascal, that he could not 
be trusted and had conspired tod fraud 
the government. After speaking un- 
qualifiedly of McDonald, Ford alluded 
10 some claims a before the de- 
partments in which the president was 
to have aninterest. This matter will 
probably afford another subject for in- 
vestigation. 

President Grant will be subpcenaed 
by the committee investigating the 
frauds, and he will be examined when 
the examination of other witnesses is 
concluded. 

Sr. Louis, April 14.—McDonald’s im- 
prisonment dates fron the 25th uf No- 
vember last. A strong but ineffectual 
effort was made here to have the jail 
substituted for the penitentiary. 


TUE ORIENTAL WAR. 


A Serviaun Battle Fought. 
CONSTANTINOPLE, April 13.—An offi- 
cial telegraphic dispatch from the gov- 
ernor of Bosnia reports that a battle at 
Kjevacs occurred between the Turkish 
troops and one thousand insurgents, 
from the Austrian bank of the Save. 
lhe insurgents were routed with a loss 
of three hundred wounded and killed. 
A portion of the band pursued by 
lurkish troops recrossed the Save while 
the others took refugein the moun- 
tains. 

Vienna, April 14.—The Political 
Correspondence newspaper says: We 
are able to state positively that Austria 
and Russia will continue to act con- 
jointly for the pacification of the insur- 
gent provinces of Turkey There has 
not been the slightest difference be- 
tween the two powers. 

BELGRADE, April 13.—Austria has 
demanded satisfaction fur the insult 
offered to Prince Wrede, her represen- 
tative, by the populace. Serviais pre- 
pared to satisfy this demand. 

Lonpon, April 14.—A Vienna dis- 
patch to the Times states that the Ser- 
vian government has apologized to 
Prince Wrede and promised to prose- 
cute those who took part in the insult- 
ing demonstrations of Sunday. The 
affair is settled. 

A Berlin special dispatch to the 
Times says the journals of the Czech 
party in Austria assert that Russia 
plainly informed the Servians that she 
will protect her from Austrian co- 
ercion, in the event of Servia declaring 
war against Turkey.

DYING IN ALGIERS 


A Serious Ivsurrection Quelled, 


Paris, April 14.—Dispatches from 
Algierssof Wednesday state that there 
was a serious engagement between the 
French troops and insurgents south of 
Constantine. The tatter numbered 
4,000 infantry and 100 cavalry. The 
French force was much smaller. The 
insurgents were completely defeated— 
about 600 killed and wounded, includ- 
ing their leader, and a large number 
taken prisoners. Two French officers 
were wounded and twenty soldiers 
killed and wounded.

THE CONFEDERATE DE iD. 


The Movument te Their Memory im 
Greenwoed Cemetery—How it 
was Decorated on Memo- 
rial Day. 


New Orleans Bulletin. 

To the ie of the south the gal- 
lant deeds and heroic devotion of those 
who left their homes to brave the hard- 
ships and dangers of warfare has fal- 
len as a precious legacy, and it is emi- 
nently fit and proper that the memo 
of those who died in our cause shoul 
be cherished as a holy thing. 

The ladies’ benevolent association 
of our city performed an act worthy of 
southern women when they erected 
‘the beautiful uwonament to the “con- 
federate dead” in Greenwood ceme- 
tery, and each year, when the 6th of 
April,the anniversary of the battle of 
Shiloh, arrives, they evidence their re- 
membrance of the “boys in gray,” by 
decorating this monument with flow- 
ers and mementoes expressive of their 
memory and appreciation of the deeds 
of their buried heroes, »The custom is 
a beautiful one, and should Wiever: be 
suffered to fall into disuse while the 
living cherish and honor the memories 
of those who died for them. 

Several days ago an announcement 
was made that a committee of ladies 
appointed by the ladies’ benevolent 
association would be at the confeder- 
ate monument during the day, on 
Thursday, to receive any floral contri- 
butions sent to them to place upon the 
grayes. We paida visit to the ceme- 
tery yesterday afternoon, and were 
pleased to see that the ladies had been 
quite active in their labors, and, with 
the aidof many who remembered to 
send contributions, had succeeded in 
decorating the graves very prettily. 

On the front of the monument, in 
the space between thetwo fights of 
stone steps, was a very handsome wire 
basket of white roses, with here and 
therea spray of heliotrope, and the 
motto, “Our patriots;” worked in pur- 
ple immortelles. This decoration was 
the gift of Mrs. R. Maitre, an artist in 
natural flowers on Magazine street. 
Just below this and resting on the 
mound were two elegaut bouquets fof 
alternately red and white flowers, and 
stretched above them, across the stone 
work of the monument, was a neat red 
ribbon bearing the motto, “Not forgot- 
ton,’ avery appropriate and happy 
expression of feal:y to the memory of 
the brave, for which Mrs. Charles T. 
Nash is to be credited. On that side 
of the monument facing the east, below 
the bust of Gen. Leonidas [Polk and 
just above the turf, was placed a mag- 
nificent floral cross, overhanging’which 
was a star, composed of beautiful and 
curiously colored tlowers. 

On the mound just below was a per- 
fect copy of the Washington artillery 
badge, made of evergreens and flowers; 
the wreath was of evergreen, in which 
the name and motto of the battalion 
worked with white immortelles; the 
crossed cannons were splendidly inade 
of vellow immortelles; this was a sou- 
venir sent by the famous old battalion, 
and reflected much credit on their 
judgment. 

This side of the tomb was also dec- 
orated with a festoon of evergreens 
and flowers. On the west side of the 
monument, beneath the bust of ‘‘Stone- 
wall” Jackson, wasa very large and 
pretty wreath inclosing across, both 
composed of evergreen mingled with 
flowers; this was a gift from the boy’s 
house ofrefuge. All around and about 
the monument were scattered in artis- 
tic confusion bouquets of flowers, and 
single buds and roses, making alto- 
gether a very elegant display. There 
were not as many visitors as we expec- 
ted to see, but it is probable that none 
remained long, so that the crowd was 
constantly changing. 

Yesterday afternoon, at an early 
hour, a large number of the old mem- 
bers of the battalion of Washington 
artillery visited the Girod street ceme- 
tery asa tribute to their gallant officer, 
Cuthburt H.Slocomb, who commanded 


exquisite basket of flowers. 

This floral tribute was one of ex- 
treme beauty, and for the esthetic ele- 
gance of which the makers deserve 
commendation. 

In the floral offerings there were 
chastely gathered, side by side, the 
mignonette, pansy, violet, and white 
rose.

Orvil Grant’s and John Delano’s 
Surveying Contracts. 


Wasntmeton, April 8.—The house 
committee on expenditures in the in- 
terior department met to-day and ex- 
amined Dr. Silas Reed, late surveyor- 
general of Wyoming Territory, and his 
chief clerk, L. C. Stephens. Reed tes- 
tified very reluctantly, but Stephens 
unbosomed himself. Reed, in common 
with most surveyor-generals of the 
territories, has been inthe habit of 
farming out his contracts for survey- 
ing. These contracts were awarded at 
the maximum figure of $10 per mile, 
and the survevor-general usually made 
a good thing out of them. Orvil Grant 
and John Delano were interested in 
these contracts for surveying. John 
held five contracts, which netted him 
about $5,000, and Orvil was in for 
about the same amount. In March, 
1875, Stephens, Reed’s chief clerk, 
sent a communication to Sec- 
retary Bristow stating the way in 
which contracts were farmed out and 
what parties were interested. This 
communication the secretary of the 
treasury laid before the president. On 
the 28th of April following Reed came 
to Washington, saw the president, and 
at that interview President Grant told 
Reed that he’should pay no attention 
to Stephens’ charges; that it was Reed’s 
privilege to let his contracts to whom- 
soever he saw fit—whether John Dela- 
no or Orvill Grant. Reed returned to 
Wyoming and discharged Stephens. 
Reed wrote a friendly letter to ex-Sec- 
retary Delano, informing him that he 
had given certain coyptracts to John 
Delano, and the old man wrote a confi- 
dential letter in reply, which Reed 
showed to his friends, thanking him 
for the interest he had takenin “my 
son John,” and concluding with the 
following shrewdly worded sentence: 
“But be very careful that you do noth- 
ing which may have the appearance of 
being wrong.’

d GREMATION IN ITALY. 


The Burning of the Bedy of a Wealthy 
_..- uulillilazpe e Merchant.

The first practicable experiment in 
Italy of cremation,and one sanc.ioned 
by the city authorities, has recently 
taken place in the public cemetery of 
Milan. It is true there have been 
isolated instances of the burning of 
dead bodies, as for example that of the 
young Indian Prince, who died some 
years ago in Florence,and whosetomb, 
surmounted by his bast, stands in the 
Cascine gardens, just outside the city. 
But this wag in.the opeu air, and by 
means of wood, a fuel too costly. Be- 
sides the occurrence of one or two rare 
instances of this kind is very different 
from having a building for the purpose 
in the public cemetery, and according 
to cremation all the rights of the old 
mode of burial, This event created a 
great sensation in Milan, and the fol- 
lowing account shows how important an 
event it was considered: 

Albert Keller, originally of Zurich, 
but for many yearsa resident of Milan, 
died two years ago, leaving a consider- 
able fortune, acquired as a merchant of 
silk in that city. Alwaysa warm ad- 
vocate of cremation, he left a clause in 
his will expressing the desire that his 
body should be burned, intrusting 
Prof. Polli, an ardent. promoter of tie 
new system, with the carrying out of his 
wishes, and for the necessary expenses 
he left 10,000 francs. 

First of all it was necessary to obtain 
the consent of the city, and this, with 
the building of alittle temple inthe 
cemetery, and it was only two years 
from the time of his death that the 
body,temporarily embalmed and placed 
ina vault, was taken from its restirg 
place and reduced, according to the 
wish of the deceased, to a handful of 
ashes. The heirs had spared no ex- 
pense or pains in the preparations, and 
instead of 10,000, spent 60,000 francs 
for the temple, not courting the mon- 
ument for the ashes, which cost 100,- 
000 more. This event had been looked 
forward to with the greatest interest by 
inedical men and hygienists. More 
than 1,500 invitations had been given, 
and, notwithstanding the stormy 
weather, a large concourse was pres- 
ent. The apparatus for ¢remation is in- 
vented by Professors Pollij and Cleri- 
etti, and is disposed in such a manner 
that nothing calls to mind an industrial 
process, or tendsto disturb the relig- 
ious solemnity of the occasion, Not a 
tube, not a valve is seen. The urn is 
in the the form of an ancient Roman 
sarcophagus. The body is introduced 
through aside aperture, after which 
the urn isclosed and the process of 
combustion begins. The urn, exter- 
nally, is kept at a very low tempera- 
ture, but asmall glass window inthe 
side allowed the body within to be 
seen, surrounded by the devouring 
flames. The method of combustion is 
by ordinary gas, made in a special 
gasometer, and introduced into the urn 
by subterranean tubes. The body 
rests upon a veritable bed of flames, 
there being a grating formed by tubes 
from which issue about 500 jets of 
as, nixed with air. Other jets are 
ound in the upper part, and are direc- 
ted upon those parts of the body, such 
the head, which present the greatest 
resistance to the fire. It is scarcely 
necessary to add that there is no disa- 
greeable odor whatever, and the whole 
spectacle, though new and striking, 
had nothing in it repulsive or undigni- 
fied. This apparatus has been presen- 
ted to the city, so that those hereafter 
wishing to make use of it can do so at 
a comparatively small expense. 

First of all, the Protestant pastor (the 
deceased having been an Evangelical) 
pronounced a discourse to show that 
cremation was not at all opposed to 
the teachings of Christianity. After 
him Cleretti, one ofthe inventors of 
the apparatus, and others spoke warm- 
ly in favor ofthe new-method. The 
process lasted an hour and a half, and 
consumed forty-two cubic metres of 


At present great efforts are being 
made in Milan to form a sgciety having 
cremation for its object, in imitation of 
those in London aud Zurich, and al- 
ready over 400 have become members, 
among whom a large number of ladies. 
One lady who has lately died expressed 
the desire in her will to have her body 
burnt, and considering the favorable 
result of the first experiment, there is 
no reason to think that the permission 
will be denied. This lady having been 
a Roman Catholic, the event is looked 
forward to with a certain kind of curi- 
osity to see what attitude the Catholic 
clergy will assume in regard to it.

The Tennessee Snake Case. 
Knoxville Tribune, 

The nessee doctors have been in 
counelia Nashville, for a day or two 
past. The most exciting subject of dis- 
cussion that has been brought before 
the learned body of Esculapiansis that. 
some time ago reported cas? ot a liv- 
ing e in the stomach of Miss 
Thankful Taylor, who lives near Chris- 
tiana, ve erford county. This isa 
deeply resting case, and fora year 
or more has been engaging the atten- 
tion of the faculty in middle Tennessee, 
especially. The patient, Miss Taylor, 
during her whele life, had been subject 
to attacks ot illness which were sup- 
poe to be epileptic in their nature. 

e snake first appeared in the close of 
the year 1873. She was then under 
the care of Dr. White, who treated her 
for tape-worm. Dr. Burger took charge 
of the patient in January, 1874, and 
the snake showed itself several times, 
the doctor once thrusting a pin through 
it, but it@ecaped down her throat. He 
says {hat he extracted it in June of the 
same year, and thatit was three-fourths 
of an inch in width and twenty-three 
inches in length. The matter was 
brought wp in the Rutherford county 
medical society, and indefinitely post- 
poned, after some charp discussion. 

After wrestling with the snake fora 
whole day, the American says the state 
medical society concluded to let him 
wiggle umtil the meeting next year. 
The report of the committee and the 
discussions on the subject had become 
alinost pickwickian, until redeemed by 
a characteristic sally from the venera- 
ble Dr. Bowling, who, amid the serpen- 
tine exciéement, succeeded in getting 
the floor. He said that perhaps they 
vere on the eve of doing Dr. Burger a 
great injustice. He read a report ofa 
case showing the existence of a snake 
one inch and a half in diameter in the 
human stomach. The snake, he said, 
was the most subtle ofall living crec- 
tures. Ithad even gotinto a woman 
in a far-famed eastern garden, and why 
not now into awoman in Rutherford 
county? This was conclusive and the 
snake still wriggles.

John Hancock is aman to admire.

He theu 
endeavored to bring about an abor- 
tion, handling his victim with umiti- 
gating crue!ty, and being assisted by a 
nan as unscrupulous as himself 

After the performance of the above 
alleged abortion, but before the institu- 
tion of the suit against him, Jilz con- 
tinued paying his addresses and carry- 
ing on criminal intercourse with Miss 
Shane. She became enciente by him 
the second time, and having found out 
his true character and realizing her 
ruin, she brought suit against him as 
above indicated. Nothing unusual 
transpired in connection with the mat- 
ter until yesterday morning about 2 
o’clock. when Miss Shane was prema- 
turely delivered of a child. This so 
incensed her brother, Samuel Shane, a 
very passionate and fine-looking youn 
man, between sixteen an 
seventeen years of ag ,that he 
procured a revolver and 
went to Jilz’s house to call him to ac- 
count for his crime. He rang the door 
belland inquired for Jilz. 
was opened by a Miss Giles, when 
young Shane told her he wanted to see 
Mr, Jilz, anc gave her his name.  Jilz 
soon afterwards came down when he 
was informed of what had happened to 
Miss Shane, and confronted with the 
accusation that he was the cause of her 
ruin. Jilz denied the charge with an 
oath and expletive hurled at the young 
man, when the latter is said 
to have drawn 4 revolver 
and shot him, but whether 
he did draw his revolver first will 
never be known. At any rate Jilz had 
his revolver convenient, and, grabbing 
the arm of the young man in which he 
had his revolver, he placed the muzzle 
of his weapon at Shane’s breast and 
fired two shots. The young man then 
endeavored to get away, according to 
the statement of a witness, when Jilz 
snatched his weapon away from him 
and he fellin the stairway, where Jilz 
fired two more shots into him and then 
went up stairs. 

The wound of Jilz is said to be mor- 
tal, as the ball penetrated the lung; but 
as he possesses a very robust constitu- 
‘ion, he may prubably survive it. 

‘rhe Jilz mansion, where the tragedy 
occurred, is a three-story stone-front, 
with an iron-railing fence and tessala- 
ted payement infront. The house bas 
an air of elegance about it, anda great 
deal of mystery. The parlors and rooms 
are finely carpeted and contain fine 
mahogany furniture, while the base- 
ment 1s used us an office, in which Mr. 
Jilzand his female clerks did their 
work. A numbcr of women were about 
the premises, who told conflicting tales 
concerning the bloody affair and also 
the previous liie of Jilz. In an attic 
roo n, uncarpeted and rud-eiy furnish- 
ep, presenting a striking contrast to the 
other rooms in the house, was a thin 
emaciated female, in bed and in very 
bad nealto, with an infant in her arms 
She was said to be Jiltz’s wife. Some 
said she was not, others said she was. 
Many disgusting stories were told con- 
cerning the habitues of the house, and 
the general conduct and character of 
Jilz, his different names and disrepu- 
table transactions, which cannot be re- 
peated here. The general sentiment 
in we neighbood, however, was uni- 
versal regret that it was not Jilz in- 
stead of Shane who was killed.
